ISRAELIS 
KILLED 


Amman, Nov, 22. 

Two Israelis were killed 
by a Jordanian National 
Guard patrol when they 
crossed into Jordan yester- 
day, a’ military spokesman 
here said tonight. 

‘The spokesman added that 
ihe two -Israclis crossed the 
demarcation Ine at 3 pm yes- 
terday and infiltrated about 12 
miles into Jordan in the direc, 
tion of Petra,. The Israclls en- 
countered a Jordanian patrol 
and were shot and killed, the 
spokesman continued. 

The Israclis. were found 
carrying identity cards, maps 
in Hebrow, and thand grenades. 
Their bodies are still in Jordan 
awaiting the arrival of United

‘Photon’ 
Rocket 


London, Nov, 22, 

A Soviet Embassy official 
said here tonight | that 
Russian scientists were 
working on a “Photon” 
rocket, which theoretical- 

- ly could travel at: nearly 
the speed of light. 

The rocket would be driven 
by a stream of photons, clemen- 
tary particlés travelling at the 
speed of Mght (180,000 miles 
per second.) 


DISCLOSURE 


The disclosure was made by 
Embassy Second Secretary, K. 
Sapunov, following interna- 
tional talks organised here. by 
British scientists on the qucs- 
tion of carth satellites, 


Sapunov said that in fact the 
rocket could not attain the 
speed of ght, sinco Albert 
Einstein's - relativity theory 
showed that mo mass or body 
could travel at that speed, 

The speed of a Sputnik awould 
enablo man’ to travel to nearby 
planets, but greater speeds were 
necessary to go outside the solar 
system, Sapunoy said, 


PARADOXES 


He said that travel at speeds 
approaching the speed of light 
would present time paradoxes, 
since according to the theory 
of relativity time would be 
slowed. 

“A journey to a slar and 
bnek might seem to you to last 
only a short:timo but when 
a eae to the garth, you 
wo! ages had passed”, 
he said. 

Betore starting on such a 
journcy, Sapunov. said, “you 
would really have to say. good- 
bye to your friends. ‘Iney 
would probably all’ be dead 
when you got back."—Frinete 
Presse.
